WELFARE GROUPS supply some 
local prisons with used books and 
magazines. Invite patrons to con- 
tribute gifts of similar nature 
which you turn over to group. 


GET PRISON ATMOSPHERE into 
your front. Construct the top of 
your marquee to resemble high pr1- 
son walls with a watch tower in 
each corner. Searchlight plays on 
title and street. Place title, spelled 
out in tall elongated letters reach- 
ing from sidewalk to marquee, 
along the walk next to curb. 


PUT UP A GOOD FRONT like “dese” boys did and you're 
bound to attract attention. Prison bar effect can be painted on in 
grey, with the title in blazing red and white. 


INQUIRING REPORTER: “Would 
you convict on purely circumstan- 
tial evidence?’— or —“Should an 
ex-convict be allowed to drift in 
the society of people?” 


CHAIN:GANG in prison garb and carrying placards plugging 
picture, theatre and playdates. Stunt is not new but add a “cop” 
on stilts and see the effect! He follows “prisoners” with machine 
gun and hands out heralds. Darn clever these Spanish!

(Review ) 


A gripping yarn that packs all the wallop of other similar stories turned 
out at the Warner Bros. studios is “Over The Wall,” a Warner Bros.-

Written by no less an authority on the subject than Warden Lewis E. Lawes, Sing 
Sing’s own fearless head, the fast-moving drama smacks of an authenticity never yet 
reflected on the screen in any former treatise. 


The story has an unusual 
twist in the fact that Dick 
Foran, who capably plays the 
lead, literally sings his way 
out of prison, after he has been 
incarcerated on a _ frameup. 


Foran recently left the hoss- 
operas after Warners discov- 
ered his worth, but brought 
along with him his swell sing- 
ing voice. 

Bitter against all except his 
sweetheart, the lovely June 
Travis, he soon becomes an in- 
corrigible. With the aid of a 
tough but kindly prison chap- 
lain ably portrayed by the ver- 
satile John Litel, Foran joins 
the prison choir.
